Like-minded ladies start 
pamper parties in Chard

ATRIP to the Averina Centre in Chard for a massage 
led to a working partnership between two local 
ladies who want to bring natural therapies to a 
younger audience. 

Trained in aromatherapy, Indian head massage 
and hot stone treatments, Laura Cooper moved to 
Chard five years ago having previously a cafe in 
Wellington, which specialised in gluten free and 
vegetarian food, and a new-age shop with therapy 
room. She found she rarely had time for the aro¬ 
matherapy she loved and decided on the move. 

Laura visited to Nicola Harris for a massage one day 
at the centre and suggested they swap therapies. 
The pair soon realised they had a great deal in com¬ 
mon, Nicola having trained in massage therapy, re¬ 
flexology and beauty therapy, and her parents had 
run a health food shop in Chard. 

Together, the girls came up with the idea of offer¬ 
ing girls pamper parties, starting off with young chil¬ 
dren and progressing to teens with mini spa parties, 
facials and head massage. 

The pair also went into local primary schools on a 
voluntary basis to teach children head massage for 
relaxation during their SATS tests. From there, the 
idea grew and The Ultimate Pamper Party was born, 
mostly attracting teens for proms and ladies' hen 
parties, the latter mostly out of town groups staying 
in a local hotel or guest house for a wedding. 

The friends now cover a 15 to 20 mile radius from 
Chard and have recruited a pool of other approved 
professionals to cover if they cannot both attend a 


party themselves. They are very particular who they 
recommend and try and keep it so one of them is al¬ 
ways in attendance to maintain quality control. 

Their emphasis is very much on the holistic nature 
of their work and feel they are offering a unique 
service because the ladies can try a minimum of six 
different treatments. 

Nicola, who is a mother of two and uses massage 
on both her children, said they seem to attract a lot 
of pregnant ladies and she would like to do more re¬ 
flexology, with further training in the cancer care 
side of the work. 

Both Nicola and Laura also work with Dr Tricia 
Saintey from a therapy room at her practice, where 
they work on patients with long-term illness and 
cancer. 

Laura also has other strings to her bow and is fo¬ 
cusing on spinal touch at the moment. She also 
works with animals, mainly horses, alongside Sandra 
Reeves, using herbal treatments and kinesiology. 

The business partners have found they are very 
like-minded and, although they have discussed 
making the party scene bigger, they decided that 
keeping it the way it was with one of them always 
involved gave more peace of mind. 

The pair said they like to "go with the flow rather 
than fight the universe", which makes life less stress¬ 
ful, and passing that calm energy to others and help¬ 
ing them makes them feel better about themselves.

A TEAM of students from 
the Wadham School in 
Crewkerne came out top in 
a business competition in¬ 
volving six secondary 
schools in Somerset.

Popular nursery to dose 


A DEDICATED couple who have looked 
after hundreds of local pre-school children 
over the last two decades are having to re¬ 
tire for health reasons, but they are deter¬ 
mined to “go out with a bang, not a 
fizzle”. 

Crewkerne people have expressed sur¬ 
prise at the announcement that St Martin’s 
Nursery and Pre-School in Abbey Street 
will close on July 19th. 

The nursery, which was opened in 1991 
by owner Julie Murrell will close as she is 
retiring due to her poor health. 

Originally housed in the old doctor’s 
surgery, also in Abbey Street, the pre¬ 
school moved to its larger site when St 
Martin’s school closed. 

At its last Ofsted inspection in 2011 the 
nursery received a rating of Outstanding 
in all 17 categories, due to the hard work 
and dedication of the wonderful staff and 
management team, including Sue Lambert 
who retired in 2012, and Philip Harper, 
former deputy head of the school who 
stayed on as the manager. 

Julie and Philip, who married last year, 
have tried to sell the nursery as a going 
concern, but without success and the 
painful decision had to be taken to close. 

Julie said: “Everyone wanted the nurs¬ 
ery part but not the building at the front, 
they wanted us to keep that and rent it out 


but we don’t want the responsibility.” 

It is testament to their dedication that, 
despite parents and staff being given 15 
weeks notice of closure, very few children 
have been taken out of the nursery up to 
the very last minute. 

All children and staff now have places 
to go to and the couple would like to thank 
everyone for their understanding, support 
and good wishes. 

It has not been an easy time but they 
have been determined to make the last few 
weeks really special for the children, most 
of whom are staying right up to the clos¬ 
ing date. 

Together Julie and Philip have clocked 
up 77 years of involvement with St Mar¬ 
tin’s, and it will always be a special place 
for them. Philip came to the school in 
1976 and Julie in 1973. 

Julie hopes that all who have been con¬ 
nected with either the school or the nurs¬ 
ery will have happy memories of their 
time spent there. 

The couple have been asked to plan an 
informal get together for anyone who has 
been involved with St Martin’s, including 
pupils, parents and staff, later in the year 
which they hope to do. 

Meanwhile each group of children will 
be having special tea parties to mark the 
end of their time at a very special place.

Meeting our ancestors at Seavington 


A RECENT talk given by archaeol¬ 
ogist and TV presenter Julian 
Richards, at Seavington Millennium 
Hall, was well-attended despite 
clashing with Wimbledon. 

Earlier in the week the archaeolog¬ 
ical world had been shocked to hear 
of the sudden death of professor 
Mick Aston of whom Mr Richards 
had been a friend and colleague since 
the early 1980s.

through to his university years and 
10 year involvement with Stone¬ 
henge. 

It was Stonehenge which provided 
his first media experience and sowed 
the seeds of his interest in our ances¬ 
tors and what they looked like; an 
idea which lead to the development 
of the Meet the Ancestor pro¬ 
grammes which ran for six series on 
BBC2. 

The second part of his talk ex¬ 
plored some of the sites that were re¬ 
visited for the recent Stories from the 
Dark Earth programmes which 
showed how 10 years of study and 


scientific advances have increased 
the knowledge, and in some cases 
changed the interpretation of some of 
the original stories. 

The event was held to raise funds 
to complete the internal glass parti¬ 
tioning in the community shop and 
cafe in Seavington and raised £460 
for the fund. 

The next event will be on July 18th 
when Dr James Gerrard will give a 
talk about Somerset and the End of 
Roman Britain.

Air ambulance garden 
party raises over £1,000 


A PRIVATE garden in Buckland St Mary, 
near Chard, was the setting for a party in 
aid of Dorset and Somerset Air Ambu¬ 
lance on Sunday, June 23rd. 

Madeleine and Graham Vowles 
opened up their beautifully maintained 
hill-top garden to support their friend, 
Alison Jeffery, who wanted to raise funds 
for the air ambulance service after her 
farm-worker husband, Ian Jeffrey, was 
flown to hospital when he was acciden¬ 
tally crushed by a forage harvester ma¬ 
chine whilst working in a field near 
Puckington in October 2012. 

Alison explained: "Fortunately the air 
ambulance was on the scene very 
quickly and Ian was taken to Musgrove 
Park Hospital within seven minutes of 
taking off, which undoubtedly made the 
difference between life and death. 

"He had suffered a broken shoulder, 
punctured lung and five broken ribs, so 
it would have been very difficult to make 
such a journey overland in an ambu¬ 
lance. The air ambulance responded so 
quickly and was the first on the scene 
and treated him on site. 

"We are just so grateful to the air am¬ 


bulance for being there so fast and being 
able to get to a rural site far quicker than 
any road vehicle could have managed. It 
was undoubtedly their skills that saved 
Ian's life so we wanted to give something 
back, especially as they do not receive 
any government funding or Lottery 
funding." 

Well over 100 visitors attended the gar¬ 
den party and enjoyed homemade 
cream teas and cakes, plus a garden 
treasure trail, tombola, plant sale and a 
"Guess the Distance to the Scarecrow" 
competition.The air ambulance also had 
a stall run by their volunteers, all of 
which contributed to help raise over 
£1,000 toward the fund. 

Alison added: "You just never think 
when you might need their help but 
they can only keep up their important 
work through public support. It costs 
£1.5 million a year to run, so we hope we 
can continue to support them. 

"We are over the moon with the amaz¬ 
ing amount that we have raised and this 
as inspired us to keep on fundraising for 
such an important cause."

GRIEF is quite common and is 
the normal internal feeling 
one experiences in reaction to 
a loss, while bereavement is 
the state of having experi¬ 
enced that loss. 

The potential negative ef¬ 
fects of a grief reaction can be 
significant and are often ag¬ 
gravated by grief triggers, 
events that remind the be¬ 
reaved individual of their 
loved one, or the circum¬ 
stances surrounding their loss. 

The risk factors for experi¬ 
encing more serious symp¬ 
toms of grief for a longer 
period of time are related to 
the survivor's own physical 
and emotional health before 
the loss, the relationship be¬ 
tween the bereaved and their 
family member or other loved 
one, as well as related to the 
nature of the death. 

Bereaved individuals who 


feel the death of their loved 
one is unexpected may be at 
greater risk for suffering from 
major depression, post trau¬ 
matic stress disorder (PTSD), 
or prolonged grief. 

The seven emotional stages 
of grief are shock or disbelief, 
denial, bargaining, guilt, 
anger, depression, and ac¬ 
ceptance/hope. 

Symptoms of grief can be 
emotional, physical, social, or 
religious in nature. 

To assess grief, a health care¬ 
giver usually asks questions to 
assess what symptoms the in¬ 
dividual is suffering from, 
then considers whether he or 
she is suffering from normal 
grief, prolonged grief, or some 
other issue. 

Coping tips for grieving in¬ 
clude the bereaved individ¬ 
ual's caring for his or herself 
through continuing nutritious 


and regular eating habits, get¬ 
ting extra rest, and communi¬ 
cating with surviving loved 
ones. 

Consulting with solicitors or 
other legal experts is advis¬ 
able when either planning for 
or managing the legal matters 


associated with a death. 

Some of the major legal is¬ 
sues involved with dying in¬ 
clude the person's right to 
have informed consent to re¬ 
ceive or refuse treatment, ad¬ 
vance directives and making 
funeral arrangements.

Investigating challenges of rural living 


RURAL communities are set to 
benefit from a new body that will 
examine the challenges of living in 
the countryside. 

The Rural England think-tank 
has been established as an inde¬ 
pendent body by the Rural Serv¬ 
ices Network, which represents 
more than 100 local authorities and 
over 100 other rural organisations. 

With its own independent steer¬ 
ing group, Rural England will ex¬ 
amine innovative ways of 
overcoming the challenges faced 
by rural businesses and communi¬ 
ties. 

Rural Services Network chief ex¬ 
ecutive Graham Biggs MBE, said 
research would be undertaken 
across rural England in a way that 


was relevant, focused and cross-or¬ 
ganisational. 

Mr Biggs said: “There is a widely 
held view that organisational 
changes and financial pressures are 
having a negative impact on the 
scope for rural research and policy 
analysis. The Rural Services Net¬ 
work has begun work to address 
this gap by developing a ‘Rural 
England’ service, which has its 
own independent steering group 

“The network respected govern¬ 
ment work being undertaken 
within DEFRA by its Rural Com¬ 
munities Policy Unit (RCPU), 
where some tangible benefits were 
evident but following the abolition 
of the Commission for Rural Com¬ 
munities, there was also a place for 


complementary rural work carried 
out independent of government. 
We approached a number of people 
involved with the Commission for 
Rural Communities and asked 
whether they would give their time 
to establish a rural research service 
out of the ashes. We are pleased 
that eight of them agreed to do so. 

“Having seven former commis¬ 
sioners and a former director in¬ 
volved alongside recognised rural 
bodies will form a work base that 
can grow into a strong grouping.” 

He added that the establishment 
of the group represented a real 
statement about the importance of 
rural issues and the preparedness 
of rural organisations to work to¬ 
gether.

Multi-award winners Bob Hall and 
Dave Peabody have been singing and 
playing together on piano, guitar, 
mandolin and harmonica for nearly 
fifty years and more recently with Hi¬ 
lary Blythe on bass.

Review | Chimera perform for Concerts in the West 


THE recently formed string trio, Chimera, 
gave an enthusiastic audience at llmin- 
ster Arts Centre a rare chance to hear works in a genre 
generally neglected by classical composers on Friday, 
June 21st. 

Opening with two unfinished works by Schubert and 
Sibelius, moving on to a serenade by Bartok's rather 
overshadowed Hungarian contemporary, Dohnanyi, 
Chimera closed the concert with one of Beethoven's 
great early works, the first of his three Opus 9 trios. 

Fenella Humphreys, violin, Rebecca Jones, viola, and 
Vladimir Waltham, cello, were delightful in their en¬ 
thusiasm of this concert. Occasionally the violin tone 
lacked depth compared with that of the other players, 
but Fenella did find in the Schubert his unique quality, 
a 'lightness of being' that allowed us to forget for a 
moment life's trials and tribulations. Following Schubert 
with the only completed movement of Sibelius's early 
string trio in G minor was a masterstroke; the Sibelius, 
formidably bleak in its descending phrases, is balanced, 
it is true, by swirling rising sequences. Was he trying to 
emulate a technique used by Tchaikovsky or even Wag¬ 
ner? 

A real find was Dohnanyi's five-movement Serenade 
in C major: these already experienced young players 
brought authority to its many facets - a romance in 


which Rebecca excelled, a scherzo, a 
theme and variations and a rondo finale. 
In the opening march we were struck by the richness of 
the chords. Like parts of the Sibelius, it seemed we were 
in the presence of at least five players. 

String trios are not string quartets pared down; they 
are written by significant composers, from Mozart's 
amazing E flat Divertimento onwards, with an ear for 
resonance and suggestion. After all, even in single lines, 
Bach's solo violin sonatas and cello suites can conjure up 
rich harmonies. The Adagio in the Beethoven, like the 
slow movements of some of his early piano sonatas, 
reaches towards a profound depth, though Fenella's 
part in her search for greater expression belonged, for 
my taste, to a generation beyond the end of the 18th 
Century. In the scherzo's second trio it was Vladimir who, 
as the strongest player throughout, had his opportunity 
to shine as a soloist. 

There's more Beethoven in the next concert in the se¬ 
ries on July 12th at llminster Arts Centre, featuring a re¬ 
turn of the highly talented cellist, Benjamin 
Gregor-Smith, and his new pianist from Switzerland, 
Aglaia Graf.

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Veteran 
completes 
Euro ride 

ALAN Braley, 70, set out for Madrid 
from the European Union HQ in 
Brussels on June 6th, as the British 
representative on the 80 strong 'Le 
Peloton de I'Espoir'. 

This ten day event, was organised 
by BaRiE (Biking Against Rheuma¬ 
tism in Europe). BaRiE was formed 
some ten years ago, by a group of 
Belgian and Dutch Rheumatolo¬ 
gists, to promote cycling as a health 
therapy for patients with Rheumatic 
disease. 

Each year, the BaRiE peloton rides 
from Brussels to the city wherever 
the European Congress on Rheuma¬ 
tology (EULAR) is being held. 

The peloton is made up of 60 pa¬ 
tients, supported by cycling Doc¬ 
tors, Physiotherapists and Nurses. 

Alan, who developed a form or 
Arthritis in his 40s, explained:"! rode 
to Rome with BaRiE in 2010, to cele¬ 
brate a successful recovery from 
having both hips replaced. 

"I enjoyed the experience so 
much, that having come through a 
spinal reconstruction in March 2011, 
I decided that this year's Madrid ride 
would be a suitable way of marking 
another successful surgery!" 

"What is really impressive about 
the BaRiE experience is the cama¬ 
raderie amongst the riders of all 
ages, many of whom have very seri¬ 
ous medical conditions. 

"But with the professional support 
provided, including support bus, 
bike transporter and paramedic mo¬ 
torbike outriders, everyone can 
meet their individual challenges, 
but as part of a team." 

The event is split into 12 stages, 
each one of some 60 miles. Between 
stages, bikes were loaded onto a 
truck and riders travel on a support 
coach to the next overnight stop. 

Alan can't be precise about the 
total distance ridden, because: "On 
day one, my GPS was shaken loose 
by the infamous Brussels cobbles 
and disappeared into the city's traf¬ 
fic. 

"I was really impressed by how the 
doctors continually monitored the 
condition of the'patient' riders. For 
example, in Spain, my nominated 
Doctor noticed that my pace sud¬ 
denly dropped and pulled me over 
to find that the 36F temperature 
had caused my blood pressure to 
crash. 

"So I was pulled off the stage to re¬ 
ceive treatment that enabled me to 
re-join the ride the next day and 
lead the peloton into the congress 
venue, to be welcomed by the med¬ 
ical practitioners from around the 
world attending the EULAR confer¬ 
ence." 

Alan is using this ride to raise 
money for REACH, a charity for chil¬ 
dren with upper limb deficiencies. 
Alan was born without a fully 
formed left hand and arm, so has 
great empathy with children and 
their families who have to deal with 
such challenges.
